TliDiiias M. Mulry, who has recently 
succeedeu James .McMahon as President 
of tbe Mniigraiit Industrial Savings Bank 
of New York, is one of the moat popular 
[riab-Americaaa in thia country, but is 
perhap* best known to tbe general pub- 
lic for tbe deep intereat he take* in tbe 
charitable orgauisatioaa of America** 
matrepoHa. While the Catholic ctaaritiea 
have elaiaied moat of bia time, he ha* 
given both time and money to charitie* 
of varion* creeds and races. 

Mr. Mulry is President of the Superior 
Council of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, which covers the whole United 
States; a member of the Central Council 
of the Charity Organicatiou Society, 
Firat Vice Praaident of the National Con- 
fereace of Cbarittea aad Correction and 
a former Preakleat of the New York 
State Coafereaca of Charities aad Correc- 
tion. Re la alao a member of the gov- 
erning boards of the New York Catholic 
Protectory, the Mission of the Immacu- 
late Virgin aud of other important Catho- 
lic institutions. He has('fteu been asked 
to take office, but has steadily declined 
to enter into tbe public service, bis many 
private businea* enterpriaea and bia work 
tor charity taking up all bia time. 

Mr. Mulry wa* edocatcd in St Joaeph'* 
parochial aebool aad tbe De lA Salle 
luatitttU, ia Second atraet Siaoa 1880 
be baa baea oonaected with the contract- 
ing Arm of Tbomaa Mulry & Son and he 
is now tbe aole member of the concern. 
Aa an active member of the boards of 
several banks and trust companiea be baa 
had much experience in banking mat- 
tera.

"Rockefeller and his like and thair OWn- 
atrous matboda would appear to am to be 
a pretty good aaawer to that," he aaid, 
glaadng dowa at a poor woaiaa aad two 
childrea who ware carrying buadlea' of 
firewood serosa the avenne. "I diallke 
to use a term ao much misused, but the 
methods of these tnec are anarchy and 
nothing else. Have you followed the 
insurance iuvestixatioti* Have you noted 
the jaunty air with which each one 
mounted .the witneaa stand and told., 
roblterierand franda in wbicb they thtm- 
Bclviea weire tbe priadpala and frequently 
the beaafidarica? Have you thought that 
if an ordinary citlsan not alone commit- 
ted such Crimea, but made open confes- 
sion of them, he would be on bia way to 
prison now, amid \ ublic execration? 
Have you thought of that?" And Father 
Smith stared at me so steadily for a 
moment that I was almost afraid. "Aud 
has it occurred to you," he went on, 
"that the spectacular Diatrict Attorney 
baaa't made a aingle move so far, or 
that a ocruin dargyuMa named Mac- 
Arthur, who baa aaaailed time and time 
again the race aa well as tbe religion to 
which both you and I belong, hea no 
time for a violent denunciation Of these 
misdeeds in a pulpit which has become 
little less than a public political platform 
for assaults on men with whose opinions 
ne does not agree and who are at least 
aagoodaabe is? Don't you lemember 
that there waa actually applauae in court 
among the retainers of theae men when 
they dedarcd that what they did waa 
firat and above all elae for the general 
welfare? Have you thought of what 'I 
don't know' and *I doa't remember* 
mean when spoken under oath by rich 
and powerful citizens who do know and 
do remember? It enablea them to com- 
mit perjury, one of thegiavest of crimes. 
Think of bow this will affect the multi- 
tude. Are yon aaleep — or can any one 
auppoaa that when auch ahocking ravala- 
tiona are over that they are oyer aad 
doae with? Aad tbe dsager of daagera 
ia that thoaa mea believe they are doiag 
right.'* • 

"How does Dr. Donglaa Hyde and bia 
mission strike you?" asked Mr. Hall.

The general electiona in Great Britain 
and Ireland closed yesterday, and while 
tbe complete figure., are not in they are 
definite enough to show an overwhelm- 
ing victory for the Liberal party. In fact 
it is podtively known that tbe Laboritea 
and the Irish Matloaaliata hold tbe bal- 
ance of power aad that the Liberals by 
themselves are nearly three to one against 
the Unionists. The London newspapera 
a.ssign various reasons for the present 
landslide. The Spectator, for instance, 
asserts that it is the country's answer to 
the question as to whether it will or will 
not abandon the policy of tree trade. 
That haa only been oae. aad with a few 
ezceptioaa, aotably m. 'Theater and 
Birmiagham, aot the most ^oiportaat 
factor ia the fight. 

General dissatisfsctioa wl'Ji the Bal- 
foir Gdvernment should per bspa be given 
the first place in the reasons tor the 
overwhelming victory of the Liberala. 
The Unionists had completely lost their 
grip on the situation. Many of the 
Unionist*, not less than the Liberals, 
were disgusted with the tenacity of their 
leadara. Thia is a thing tbst seem* 
strange to Americaaa, bat it ia part of the 
etbica of British party polldea that when 
a GoveraoMat haowa It haa loat tbe 
country'a coafideUce it abould resign 
without regard to tbe majority it may 
possess in tbe House. Not to do so is 
counted aa "not playing the game.' 

One of the atrongest Liberal weapons 
haa been the cry of Chinese slavery in 
Transvaal. ^ It i* a false issue, but it 
a-eria^ltrfaLhold on thepeople's 
imagiaatioa, aaid beyoad questloa awnng 
thouaaada of votea. Maay TTniouiat can- 
didates attribute thdr defeat to this 
alone. Free trade, tbe late Government's 
education bill, the natural swing of the 
pendulum and the continued liiKb income 
tax of a shilling in the pound have all 
helped toward the Liberal victory. 
Nor must the fact be overlooked 
that Balfour aa the lender of his party in 
appealing to tbe eledorate waa person- 
ally a greet aource ol weakness. His 
dialectic Skill laakea bim a great parlia- 
mentarian, but the mass of the 'voters 
want a man with a clearly defined aim as 
a leailer. A belter illustration of this can 
not be found than the difference in the 
fates of Balfour at Manchester and 
Chamberlain at Birmingham. 

Irdaad rehiaiaapractlca% unchanged, 
though the Natioaaliata heve aiade 
aeveral gdna ia tbe North. Thia mean* 
that Joha. B. Sedawad will be backed by 
a tborongh body of home ruler* and 
that they will permit little or nothing to 
be done in Parliament, which meets next 
month, until some measure of home rule 
baa been definitely and uncompromia- 
ingly argreed upon. The Nationsliat* 
will make no entangling alliancce until 
they have sasaiaaoss lipoh which they 
can rely. 

The position which tbe Labor party 
hold* atanda out in bold relief and marks 
an epoch in tbe Parliamentary history of 
Great Britain. Eleven yeara ago tbe 
Laboritea and Socialists together cast 
50,000 votes without returning a mem- 
ber. Tbia year tbe Laboritea have cast 
500.000 votea and have dected at leaat 
forty-five laembere aMre or iaaa iude- 
pendeat of Ooveraaieat iriilpa. At prea- 
ent tbe Laboritea are workiag chiefly in 
theeaaaaof trade noioaiam.

They fora the vsa of a petty which may 
be compared to the •eetaUat party in the 
German Parliament. 

There are several intereating rideligbta 
on tbe Britiah elections. Tbe heavy 
polling everywhere has been a diatinctive 
feature. The Unionist vote is very little 
less than that of 1900, ahowing that the 
great Liberal-Labor majority is made np 
of new votara. Tbe uaa of motor cara 
waa another feeture of tbe campaigu and 
greatly i^lcaaasd the polling. Thi* 
rapid sad eaay aMthod of getting to tbe 
reapeetive vMlag atatioaa has had coo- 
aidcrable effect en eleetora who were not 
over-anxioua about voting. One candi- 
date employed 100 automobiles to carry 
voters to tbe poUa, while eaother 
employed eighty. 

The defeat of tbe Right Hon. dir 
William Hart Dyke (Unioniat) in the 
Dartford dlviaion of Keat waa a great 
victory for the liaboritea. The Unioniat 
majority of 1,148 at the k|st elsction waa 
turned iato a minority of 8,804.

Cardinal Jerome Mary Gotti, Prefect 
of tbe Propaganda, who haa t>een aufifer- 
ing from an attack uf pneumonia diuring 
the past tew daya, ia dying or amy be 
dead before tbia raedMa oar raadeis. 
Tbia eniaeat cbarchaiaa waa bora at 
Oeaoa, oa Mardi 29, 1884,' and has 
almost attdaed bis aeventy-aecond year. 
Aa a youth he attended Jesuit school* 
and colleges, but his vocation ftiok him 
into the Carmelite order. .Although the 
aon of a dock laborer, the young Father 
G^tti gave early evidence of a brilliant 
mind. He might have riaen to rank of 
high order in tbe Jeanlt community, yet 
ha preferred to east his lot with the 
berdootad f liara. 

Hia pidy aad acfaolarly attaiameats 
gradudly lad biai forward aad be eveat- 
nally beeaiae General of the Carmelite 
order. While acting in thi* capacity he 
viaited the United States and every other 
country where his community had 
houses. It was in 1(481 that he paid his 
visit to the Uuited States. He was 
created and proclaimed Cardinal on 
November 29, 1895. In 1900 be waa 
made Prdect of the Saced Congregation 
of BhdMpa sad Regulars. Two years 
later, oa tbe death of Csrdiad Leio- 
chowaki, Cardioal Ootti was appolated 
Prefect of the Propegaada. 

Alwaya humble and known aa tbe most 
ascetic of all the Cardinals, Cardinal 
Gotti held high rank among these 
eminent acholars, and when Pope Leo 
XIII. died he narrowly cacapcd being 
cboaeu to succeed him. Pope Piua X. 
baa beea a friend aud admirer of Cardi- 
nal Ootti for years.

The first 
prorldea for the eaUbllabment of a Board 
of State Charities, prescribing its duties 
and appropriating |4,000 annually for its 
maintenance. The Governor will be a 
member and ex-ofiScio President of the 
board. Six other members are to be 
appointed by the Governor, three Demo- 
crats and three Republicans, all to serve 
without compenaation. The members 
will bt tapoctcd tt bold meetings quar- 
terly, or^ofttaor if seed ba, and to 
inspect tho various e tet mo ty nary and 
correctional institutions of the State with 
a view to the betterment of conditions. 
The board will be perniitte<l to Hppoint a 
Secretary, who shall be paid for his 
services, 

Mr. Charlton's second bill is an act 
to amend the statutes relating to Crimea 
and punishuent. It provides a punish- 
ment of not less than ten not more than 
fifty yeara' Impriaonmcnt for bnrglary, 
five to fifteen yeara for pertona convicted 
of having buglara' took in their poaaea- 
sion, ten to fifty yeara for aaaanlt with 
intent to rob and a like punishment for 
those convicted of purloining obliga- 
tions, bonds, deeds, wills, etc. For 
house-bi eaking the bill provides a pen- 
alty of ten to lifty yeats and for asnault- 
iuK an owner or inmate of premises 
burglariously entered it provides capital 
pnniabment or life impriaonmcnt in the 
dlacratioa of tht jory.
